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YITZHAK BERMAN has πὸ 
regrets about resigning from the 
cabinet and giving up the energy 
portfolio, even though the govern- 
ment finally came round to his de- 
mand for a judicial.commission of 
inquiry into the events in Beirut, 

“A minister who votes against the 
government in a Knesset debate 
must resign, even if it eventually ac- 
cepts his viewpoini," Berman told 
The Jerusalem Past this week, “IA 
was not only over this issue that 1 
resolved to leave, but because of an 
accumulation of events.” 

He maintained that he was un- 
moved by the appeals of Industry 
and Trade Minister Gideon Patt and 
Interior Minister Yosef Burg, who 
had declared his resignation 
premature because of the change in 
the government's position. His tone 
revealed his impatience with pliable 
politicians who trim their sails to 
every variation of wind, 

Berman's sense of discomfort ut 
heing purt of the second Begin ud- 
ministration had been mounting for 
same time. tle was among the dis- 
senting minority of ministers during 
the war, what's more, he abstained 
in the fateful cabinet session con- 
vened so hurriedly on the night of 
Saturday June § to sanetiun the 
launching of the war. 

Why had he abstained? 

“Because when we were sum- 
moned 1o the meeting at 10 p.m. 
that night and presented with the 
plan for Operation Peace for 
Galilee, 1 felt that 1 would not be 
acting seriously and responsibly if 1 
did not think over properly such a 
fateful decision. It was my profound 
conviction that we could not decide 
on such a fateful matter in under 
one hour,” 

Looking back, the former 
minister declared that the original 
official reason for launching the 
campaign — to establish a terrorist- 
free zone of 40 kilometres beyond 
(srael's northern border — was en- 
lirely justified. “But,” he added, 
“going beyond that limit was not 
worthwhile — it brought no benefit 
and in the end proved superfluous.” 


EXPLAINING what he meant by 
the “accumulation of events” that 
had led him to resign from the 
cabinet, Berman declared thal there 
was ἃ fundamental difference 
between the policies and actions 
pursued by the first Begin governs 
ment und the second one. “True, 
there were already Indications of 
this metamorphosis towards the end 
of the government's first term, such 
as the enuctment of the Jerusalem 
Law. Bul that had enjoyed the sup- 
port not only of the Likud but of 


most of the Labaur Party,” recalled | 


Berman, who was Speaker during? 
the latter part of the Ninth Knesset.’ 
The dramatic shift in government 
policy occurred with the induction 
of the second Begin cabinet. “The 
premise on which the new policy 
was based was that Isruel could 
simply ignore the reactions of the 
outsidt world, with the exception 
perhaps of the United States, which 
should bc treated with more cau- 
tion. The ‘underlying philosophy 
wes: ‘The goylm. are against us 
anyhow, so it's’ immaterial what 
_ Israel does, the goyim will: react 
negatively. The U.S. supported us 
because of. its own strategic: In- 
terests. So we ‘could comfortably ig- 
nore all the rest.” τ 


In Berman's view the logic of this ᾿ 


philosophy wil] take Israel into the ; 
“exclusive club" thal at present 
comprises only two members..—. 
Albania and Iran. The! veteran 
Liberal questioned the premise’ of 
Begin's argument, and said that- 
many world leaders supported : 


Isracl without having any strategic 
interest in this country. 

“Anyhow, this doctrine, which 
might suit Albania, could hardly be 
right for Israel, Most Albanians live 
in Albania, while the majority of the 
Jewish people live in the Diaspora. 
Perhaps some of our leaders don't 
realize it, but Israel cannot become 
a closed, autarkic society. The path 
of Iran and Albania must of neces- 
sity lead to an internal economic 
regime of severe austerity, with the 
kind of tow living standards 
sustained by the people of Albania. 
This in turn would involve strict 
controls over the population and 
the closing of frontiers, for most of 
the population would simply leave. 
What f am describing is in no way ἃ 
wild scenario, but the logical con- 
clusion of the path taken by the pre- 
sent government, Then of course all 
our progress towards economic in- 
dependence would stop, because in- 
dustry, tourism and exports could 
hurdly flourish with the total 
breakdown of our international 
relations.” 


BERMAN finds some consolation 
in the thought that ‘even this 
government" could not consistently 
follow its underlying philosophy to 
the end, “because most ministers 
are not such fanatics as to allow 
things to go that far.” 

He surmises that what will be pur- 
sued is “a policy of non-policies 
proceeding along zig-zags."" To 
which must bé added the secugity 
situation of a country besieged by 
enemies seeking its destruction, 
which must oblige Israel to maintain 
a huge army and tremendous 
defence investments, Such a heavy 
defence burden requires a strong 
economic underpinning; but a 
country which has deteriorating 
diplomatic relations with the rest of 
the world can hardly sustain a 
flourishing economy, especially if it 
has limited natural resources, Un- 
forunately, those who decide on 
the course of government policy are 


not sensitive to the connection’ 


between Isracl’s economic situation 
and the state of its international 
relations. aa 

The former minister gave another 

major reason why he would not take 
back his resignation. 
: The .war, he explained, had a 
number of aims. The first, the 
removal of the terrorist threal to the 
northern villages and towns, was the 
one he had wholeheartedly agreed 
with, and which had succeeded. The 
second, which he described as mis- 
taken from the beginning, was to 
eliminate the whole problem of 
world terrorism by destroying the 
terorrist military infrastructure and 
their headquarters in Beirut.

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THIS WAR has further clouded 
Aricl Sharon's performance as 
defence minister. Long before this 
war it was appalling cnough. There 
was hardly an area of defence policy 
touched by the minister which did 
not resull in αὶ total shambles. 

One just has to cast one's mind 
back to the now defunct memoran- 
dum of understanding on security 
matters struck with the United 
Stales. Or to the reorganization of 
the Defence Ministry, which saw 
the country's first-ever strikes by 
defence officials. The Lavie fighter 
project is being kicked around 
between bureaucrats functioning 
without clear guidelines, and Beit 
Shemesh Engines, a firm promised 
the world by Sharon, hovers on the 
verge of bankruptey. 

The spectre of Yamit has not 
faded, and there is still no clear 
answer why the town was razed to 
the ground rather than sold 
to the Egyptians when they offered 
to buy it.

paratroop battalion who met with 
Sharon over the weekend to register 
his criticism of the minister, are not 
isolated voices. They are symp- 
tomatic of an outburst of military 
displeasure of unprecedented 
dimensions. - :

BUT IT IS for this war that Sharon 
will have to answer most of all. No 
matter what the ultimate result in 
Strategic terms, there were enough 
instances of blunder, poor judg- 
ment, double talk and insubordine- 
tion to justify his dismissal, Merely 
for creating a situation whereby an 
entire battalion of paratroops could 
not be called up, he should be dis- 
missed. The irrational, unprovoked 
and unauthorized bombing of 
Beirut after an agreement in princi- 
ple regarding the PLO's withdrawal 
had been concluded between all the 
partics concerned should have 
caused the minister's dismissal. 
That bombing did more to harm 
Israe]'s image than the entire war up 
to that date. 

Any man with a modicum of seif- 
Tespect would question his own 
abilily to remain commander-in- 
chief of the IDF after hearing what 
its senior command had to say * 
about their trust in him. How is it 
possible for Sharon to remain 
impervious to the calls from the 
tank and file for his resignation, to 
the feclings vented in the mass 
demonstrations ugainst him and his 
policies? 

How can the defence minister ¢x- 
pect to be tuken al his word when so - 
many of his words have proven 
false? How can he demand respect 
for the country’s secrets when he 
himself divulges them with im- 
punity? How can he ask for a show 
of unity when he himéelf displays 
the opposite — considering no 
means illegitimate, as was 
demonstrated when he used the ex- 
ample of Tel a-Zaatar in the Knes- 
set last week. The mention of that 
incident was designed to cast blame 
on the opposition; instead, it cast 
yet another cloud over Israel's 
image.

Sharon has become the prime 
minister's only channel for defence- 
oriented information. One example 
of this is that Begin only heard 
about the massacres after Rosh 
Hashana and, then reporiedly, from 
the radio. 

One of the first goals Sharon set 
himself when assuming office was to 
get rid of the prime minister's 
military secretary, Tat-Aluf 
Ephraim Poran, whose years in the 
defence forces had provided him 
with independent channels of com- 


munication with the IDF. 

It became known after the mid on 
the Iraqi nuclear reactor last year 
that Shoron had tried to undermine 
the standing of the head of the Mos- 
sad with the premier — a grave mat- 
ter, since (he Mossad is supposed to 
report directly and independently to 
the prime minister. 

Sharon even got rid of his own 
military secretary, not wanting an 
IDF officer to know the inner work- 
ings of the Defence Ministry and 
the minister's bureau. 

Begin was personally in the war 
room during the opening sages of 
Operation Pence for Galilee, but 
from the day before the June 1] 
cease-fire his-contact with the 
developing reality of Lebanon was 
Sharon. The chief of staff and the 
head of mililary intelligence were 
called in for briefings, bul were not 
there when several crucial decisions 
were made by Begin in consultation 
with Sharon alone, 

By Begin's own admission, he was 
sometimes not consulted at all. “I 
always know what's going on with 
Sharon,” he said on the radio some 
six weeks ago, “Sometimes before 
the fact and sometimes afler the 
fact." He was referring specifically, 
but not exclusively, to the bombing” 
of Beirul. ἢ 

Perhaps the propensity to follow 
his defence minister rather than 
comtrol him explains the dis- 
crepancy between the prime 
minister's apparently sincere state- 

ment to the heads of the Labour

PERHAPS BEGIN is simply no 
match for Sharon's cunning, and is 
unable to play by Sharon's rules, 
The defence minister had a goal in 
Lebanon which he achieved despite 
the fact that it was rejected by the.

Sharon's ability to survive. They 
forget the improbability of his ever 
becoming defence minister in the 
first place, und how he defied the 
will of almost the entire coalition. 
He will not be budged by criticism 
either, for he is absolutely con- 
vinced that his truth is the absolute 
truth. 

He linked Begin's political future 
to his own by making sure that the 
premier's signature was on every 
order of substance he gave during 
this war, and he knows that if Begin 
were to fire him it would constitute 
a de facto admission by the govern- 
ment that they allowed the war to 
get out of hand. 


ON JUNE 26, 1981, we wrote an ar- 
ticle on the defence-minister-to-be, 
quoting senior defence officials. 
They said, for attribution, thal the 
appointment would be 
“catastrophic,” citing his style, his 
poor relations with many of the 
general staff and his ruthlessness 
“with anyone or anything that gets 
in his way.” They were worried 
about his opportunism and his lack 
of credibilily, and said so for the 


~ record. 


The article continued: “There is 
no arguing that Sharon is a brilliant 
tactician in the political as well as 
the military field, But never has any 
one person been accused by so 
many, so harshly, of being totally 
devoid of loyalty, and so dedicated 
to his own future,” In conclusion, it 
stated thal, according to defence 
sources, if Begin proved to be in- 
capable of blocking Sharon's ap- 


pointment the consequences would 


be “horrendous.” 
Documented military and public 


criticism of Sharon before he was 
named defence minister failed to 
budge him from attaining his goal. 
Fears expressed by ministers 
themselves that this would mean the 
end of Israeli democracy, failed to 
deflect him. A “horrendous” year 
as defence minister will fail to 
secure his resignation. As long as 
this government remains in power, 
Sharon will remain with it, unless he 
is singled out for ministerial respon- 
sibility by the commission of inquiry 
— something highly unlikely, given 
lone to 


the groundwork he has 
preclude this from the outset. 


It is almost incredible that 
Sharon has survived politically. He 
has no real constituency of his own, 


no automatic support within Herut,

Seat, someone is bleeding from the 
head. The Lebanese Army soldier 
posted in the drive-way between the 
hospital and the medical school 
watches as attendants pull the in- 
jured man out and rush him away. 
The man is very young, he is on the 
point of losing consciousness, and 
his ripped and stained clothing is 
paramilitary — tiger-stripe blouse 
with epaulets, Levi jeans, Adidas 
sneakers. The efficient attendants 
have much experience at this sort of 
thing. The bystanders and out- 
patients in the vicinity likewise 
seem concerned and perhaps 
frightened only for the miriute it 
takes to get the boy out of the car 
and into the hospital. As soon as he 
disappears, business resumes al the 
snack concession and the news- 
stand. 

This will turn out to be the only 
casualty brought in today, 
September 21 will be a quiet day for 
West Beirut and for an institution 
which, during the last seven years, 
has had to be continually on ἃ wor 
footing; which in one hour in 
August admitted 200 casualties; and 
which, having endured civil war, in- 
vasion and siege, may now just con- 
ceivably be able to return to the 
practice and teaching of peace-time 
medicine. 

AUH and its medical school have 
been through a lot.

| AM often amused by the authors 
of some of the current Jewish 
cookbooks who, lacking suitable 
material, concoct their own 
“traditional dishes" fer the various 
holidays, - 

Thus, it is with some degree of 
apology that I find myself doing Lhe 
samc thing. There is, in fact, no pur- 
ticular tradition of eating casserole 
dishes in the succa,but it 15 practical 
to have your dinner ready in one 
large baking dish that will keep hot. 

TF you do not use these dishes for 
your Succot meals, you need not 
feel that you have lost out. They are 
equally good during the winter 
months, when the use of an oven [or 
an hour or two may well make the 
difference between a cold flat and τὶ 
warm one. 


TO BEGIN with, it might be nice to 
recall that old standby, macaroni 
and cheese. This is, of course, onc 
of those items‘ that can teste ab- 
solutely dreadful, but only if you go 
out of your way to ruin it, 

To serve four to six, start by 
healing water in a very large pol. 
When the water boils, add aspoon- 
ful or two of salt and throw in half a 
kilo of wide macaroni, stirring ac- 
casionally, The noodles should cook 
for about eight minutes if you like 


them chewy. 

Meanwhile, make a while sauce 
by mixing two tablespoons of flour 
with an equal amount of melted but- 
ler or margarine and adding two 
cups of milk, stirring constantly. 
Although most cookbooks recom- 
mend using hot mitk, I find thal cold 
milk works just as well and doesn't 
form lumps if you really stir all the 
lime. [t takes longer that way, but 
there's one less pot to wash. 

When the milk and flour mixture 
has thickened, add a glassful of 
white wine. Vermouth or sherry will 
do very well if you have no open 
boule of table wine, but it is a shame 
to waste them. 1 have even used a 
hit of brandy when there was no 
wine around, [t dusted different, but 
quite good. 

Remove the sauce from the heat, 
add salt and pepper to taste and a 
little grated nutmeg. Then mix in 
about half a cup of grated cheese. 
For this I use Aachkeval, bul | cer- 
tainly would: not waste any other 
hard dry cheese [ happened to have 
in the house. 

When the noodles are done, drain 
them in a colander and pour them 
into a greased baking dish. Add the 
sauce and mix well. Bake in a 
medium oven for about half an 
hour. Serve hot, 


THERE ARE, of course, many 
variations on this dish, one of which 
is tuna with noodles, Make the same 
white sauce, but boil up broad noo- 
dles instead of macaroni. Add a tin 
of tuna and some lightly fried 


mushrooms (as many as you can af- 
ford) instead of the cheese. Top 
with breadcrumbs and dots of but- 
ter and bake. [f you like, you can 
throw in a few frozen peus for 
colour. 


Taking the variation ἡ 
farther, you can make tice 
serole with chicken or turkey, sub. 
stiluting chicken soup for the milk 
in the sauce, of course, Just to make 
everyone think they are geit 
balanced meal, you can of pa 
throw in a package of frozen broo.

PAUL BEN-HAIM must be con- 
sidered the pioneer par excellence of 
Israeli. musical composition. He 
was born in Munich in 1897, studied 
with a pupil of Liszt (piano) and an 
associate of Anton Bruckner (com- 
position), and worked in the 
theatres of Munich and Augsburg. 
After the performance of his String 
Quartet in 1921, he was approached 
by musicologist Heinrich Schalit, 
the brother of Herzl’s secretary, 
who suggested to him the necessity 
of dedicating his talents to the 


‘tealization of Jewish musical tradi- 


tions. This led him to search for his 
“roots” and to create more and 
more composilions with biblical 
content. His first major work, the 
Yoram Oratorio, was written in 
1932-33, but had to wait 46 years 
before it was premiered in 
Jerusalem. Although it achieved 
only a suecés d'estime, it shows the 
composer's endeavour to evolve a 
style away from German influences 
and towards a new idiom with 
Jewish character. 

Ben-Haim arrived in Eretz 
Yisrael in 1933 and started his 
professional career in his new 
homeland as a pianist, accompany- 
ing Singer Bracha Tzefiroh, who in- 
troduced him to the musical tradi- 
tlons of the Sephardi wid Oriental 
communities, This association un- 

btedly had the greatest impact 
on the direction his search for new 
expression took.

Ben-Haim mostly avoided this 
pitfall, though some of his works 
were on the borderline — for exam- 
ple, his Suite From israel, or the 
most popular Fanfare to Israel — a. 
local parallel to Elgar’s bombastic 
Pomp and Circumstance. 

But Ben-Haim's personal in- 
tegrity and sound professionalism 
stand out in many major works 
which will survive. 

He was also the first and most in- 
fluential teacher of composition in 
this country, and many of our 
younger composers were his stu- 
dents, even if they later went their 
own way. 


THE CATALOGUE of his work 
comprises many items of impor- 
tance, which have also become 
known in countries outside Israel, 
Many commissions and awards 
testify to his personal success. He 
wrote the Sonata for Violin Solo in 
1951 for Yehudi Menuhin; the 
Sweet Psalmist of Israel was commis- 
sioned by the Koussevitzky Founda- 
tion in 1952 (it has been performed 
several times in the U.S.); the 
Louisville Symphony Orchestra, un- 
der Robert Whitney, invited him to 
write a large ‘orchestral work for 
them, which became the successful 
To the Chief Musician (1958); the 
Violin Concerto (1959/60) was com- 
missioned for Zvi Zeitlin, who has 
performed it many times. i 

Ben-Haim's versatility made it 
possible for him to write for widely 
different instrumental ensemble, 
from music for strings to a piano 
concerto and chamber music. His 
Poeme for Harp was the obligatory 
piece to be played by all the 37 con- 
testants of the First International 
Harp Contest in Jerusalem in 1959; 
the year before, a choral piece of his 
was sung by all the choirs par- 
ticipating in the Zimriah, and it also 
won him ἃ special prize. The Israeli 
film Hill 24 Doesn't Answer has his 
music. And many of his choral set- 
tings and cantatas are on the reper- 
loire of our choirs. - 

Ben-Haim received the Israel 
Prize in 1957, after twice winning

ΤΕ ANY PROOF were required that 
film critics know absolutely nothing 
about their readers’ preferences, 
there could be no better example 
than Porky. In spite of the scorching 
reviews. this distasteful, mindless 
and possibly damaging piece of 
trash has been one of the biggest 
box office hits of 1982 in the U.S, 
and Canada, How come? 11's very 
simple. Man has always been his 
own worst enemy, inventing poisons 
to destroy his body and swallowing 
them as if they were great 
delicacies, and trealing his mind as 
ἃ garbage can that accepts any sort 
of refuse, 

Of course, you may argue that 
there is no need to hunt flies with 
Magnum pistols and that this kind of 
film can well be ignored, for sooner 


or later it will go away. But once 
these ilies become the rage of the 
season, and gel to be described as 
nice, light entertainment for the 
young, they should be denounced 
for what they are: cheap exploita- 
lion ventures and nothing more. 

For the first few minutes, one 
may be fooled into thinking this is 
going to develop into another off- 
spring of the National Lampoon 
Animal House brand of humour.

THERE ARE TIMES when [ think 
that we need a medical commission 
_- or, rather, a psychiatric commis- 
sion — rather than a judicial com- 
mission, to investigate what is going 
wrong in Israel, Such a moment 
came as I heard Minister of 
Defence Ariel Sharon, when he was 
being interviewed by Yoram Ron- 
nen on Friday night, stressing over 
and over again that we must unite 
because the whole world has turned 
against us. 

This reminded me of the man, 
who, when he was charged with 
murdering his father and mother, 
pleaded for mercy on the grounds 
that he was an orphan. 

The same thought that we have to 
unite to face the nations of the earth 
was voiced on Tuesday night by 
Deputy Premier David Levy. In the 
slow, measured, deliberate tones 
that once made him the butt of in- 
numerable jests but are nowadays 
considered to be proof that he 
thinks deeply, he announced that 
the position is so bad that we cannot 
afford to indulge in quarrels. 

To my amazement, many people 
whose opinions I normally respect, 
have also come up with the same 
idea, instead of reaching the simple 
conclusion that we must get rid of 
the people who have made such an 
appalling mess of all our affairs — 
defence, foreign and economic. 
With all the nonsense talked about 
blood libels and the need for unity I 
see a very real danger of the nation 
following Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin and Sharon into 
the paranoiac nightmare in which 
they live, So let us have a commis- 
sion to decide whether the persecu- 
tion of the Jews of which they com- 

in is real or imaginary, 

Tthink it was Dr. Henry Kissinger 
who noted that even paranoincs are 
persecuted: if the entire world hus 
tumed anti-Semitic, we should ig- 
nore the follles of the leaders who 
brought us to this terrible pass, and 
should unite against resurgent 

jazidom, 

When the Likud came to power 
in 1977, nobody complained about 
there being widespread anti- 
Semitism in the Western world. The 
Teputation of Israel as one of the 
most democratic of states, commil- 
ted. to the values of equality, 
freedom and human dignity, stood 
very: high.

THEN SOMETHING huppened. 
What? This is what our psychiatric

After scaling the lofty heights of 
Peace to the admiration of the 
Western world — even the ranks of 
Egypt did not forbear to cheer — 
we witnessed a sudden descent into 
the depths of perilous adventurism, 
war and defiance of civilized na- 
tions. I do not remember the order 
of events, or everything that hap- 
pened, but certain adventures and 
speeches brought us global criticism 
and ended with our leaders claiming 
that Hitlerism was threatening us 
once again, 

The things I recall are the bomb-- 
ing of the Iraqi reactor; the 
hysterical denunciations of German 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt and all 
Germans as Nazis; the sudden an- 
nexation application of Israeli law 
on the Golan Heights; the appoint-" 
ment of a judicial commission to 
decide who killed Chaim Arlosoroff 
nearly 50 years ago; the ferocious 
suppression of the Arabs on the 
West Bank; the denunciations of 
French President Francois Mitter- 
rand and ali Frenchmen as anti- 
Semites; the laying waste of Yamit 
before handing over Sinai to the 
Egyptians; the invasion of Lebanon 
and the bombing of Beirut; the 
seizure of West Beirut; the sending 
in of the Phalangists to “seek out” 
terrorists; the brutal manhandling: 
of protesting Israeli Arabs in the 
Triangle; the hysterical cries of 
“Blood Libel” in answer to critics. 

All these things were seen, oVer 
and over again, almost every night 
on every television screen in the 
world. Our actions provided 
photographs and articles for the 
front pages. Did people need to be 
anti-Semites to conclude thal there 
was something wrong with Israel? 


IN FACT, the drama that unfolded 
on our television screens might have 
been scripted by Aeschylus: it fol- 
lowed the pattern and inevitability 
of a Greek tragedy. The cryplic, 
ambigous promises of the oracle; 
the ascent to glory; the descent into 
the abyss. τ᾿ : 

The sub-plot would deal with the 
tise and fall of Arik Sharon: the tak- 
ing of Southern Lebanon and the 
Beaufort; the defeat of the Syrians 
on land and in the air; the expulsion 
of the terrorists from Beirut and the 
installation of Bashir Jemayel as 
president of what promised to be an 
Israeli client state. The hubris was

Then came the sudden downfall. 
The assassination; the masscre; the 
appearance in the Knesset, goaded,

I began this analysis with the 
thought that we need a psychiatric 
commission to decide what is wrong 
with our leaders, and, for that mal- 
ter, what Is wrong with us. After all 
these horrors, the idiot polls claim 
‘that Begin and Sharon are still by 
far the most popular figures on the 
Israeli political scene.

“HERE AND NOW,” a cross- 
Section of Israeli art selected hy a 
team of curutors at the Israel 
Museum, is Israel's first 
Documenta, 4 more or less deadpan

Initiated by director Martin Weyl 
over ἃ year ago, it is a bright, 
Pleasantly presented and oc- 
casionally stimulating colleclion, 
housed in seven different sections 
of the Muscum; but it has been 
remarkably upstaged by Gideon 
Ofrat's series of eight mini- 
exhibitions reviewing contemporary 
developments, seen eurlier this year 
at the Jerusalem Artists House.

This sso begs off what Ofral was 
able to achieve with his successive 
thematic presentations, which tried 
io give us an idea of different 
aspects of Israeli post-modernism, 
including all the facets of “wild 
painting” (popularly referred to as 
heo-expressionism, for want of a 
better label) as well as installations 
that were conceptual and otherwise 
strongly connected to the local 
political and physical-historical 
landscape. 

The lack (in general) of local 
overlones is a striking characteristic 
of “Here and Now"; by contrast, 
the recent “Borders” exhibition al 
the Israel Museum was replete with 
intrinsically Israeli obsessions. 
“Here and. Now" for the most part, 
could be set-down in Dusseldorf or 


. New York and not laok at all out of 
- place, 


Does this indicnte a change of 
heurt or approach? Not necessarily. 
Selectors are notoriously selective; 


the results are equally subjective. 
‘What the curators seemed to have 
done here is to have simply shopped 
around for the latest works of in- 
terest and quality, an eclectic ap- 
proach adopled at this year's 
Documenta in Kassel. And it just so 
happens that painting — the “new” 
painting — dominates the art scene 
here just as it does abroad. And, as 
in Eutope and America, Israeli 
painters are more concerned with 
ringing new changes on old art 
historical themes and approaches 
than they are in dealing with local 
philosophical-political problems. 
Occasional references to geo- 
political considerations in this show 
are subservient to the artist's in- 
terest in the methodology of his 
work, 


ONE IS ALSO struck by the fact 
that the “drawing” ingthis show isn't 
drawing at all, but painting on 
paper, even where the subject mal- 


fer is figurative or the method cal- - 


figraphic. Drawing stood in the 
Forefront of the Israeli avant garde 
throughout the Seventies, heralded 
by this museum's milestone 
“Beyond Drawing" show (1974) 
which was chock full of original and 


innovative works that helped 
redefine drawing as a term. By con- 
trast, “Here and Now," while 
chock full of impressively well done 
and often interesting painting, is not 
really innovative at all. 

Drawing is also the basis of many 
works lumped here by the curators 
in the painting and sculpture sec- 
tion, for purposes of catalogue dis- 
cussion as well as display. What are 
Serge Spltzer’s huge paper-and- 
metal assemblages if not magnifi- 
cent sheet drawings? Many other 
participants from. Tamar Getter on, 
also use line ag a basis for composi- 
lion, Faced with so many contradic- 
tions, the curators might have done 
betler to leave the term “drawing” 
out-of the show altogether, despite 


the fact thal so many works depend . 


on il. 


IN HIS wide-ranging catalogue in- 
troduction, Igat Zalmona posits the 
recent “crisis” of modernism, in 
which every new development, no 
matter how “far out,” is immediate- 
ly commerciatized and then just as 


_ Swiftly institutionalized. He also 


correctly: points out that most post- 
modemist art is concerned with 
painting rather than sculpture, even 


though many artists, here and 
elsewhere, make painted sculptures. 
What's chiefly clear, however, is 
that New Horizons lyricism, 
Minimalism, Colour-field painting 
and Conceptual Art have taken a 
back seat; and that there is no 
curatorial (and very filtle other) in- 
terest or challenge in hyper or any 
other kind of realism. If there is any 
current challenge in art, it is in mak- 
ing something out of art itself. 

Consider also the curatorial pit- 
‘fall of taking everything the artist 
says about his work literally — or 
even loo seriously. Curators work 
with what there is and when they 
show someone, they do their best lo 
“explain” him; and they rarely do 
so critically. Today's curators fall 
into the rale of PR persons and into 
a sort of Catch 22: the more serious- 
ly they take an artist the more 
justified they appear to be in having 
picked him {or her). Thus the 
catalogue of this show, though 
thoughtful and informed 
throughout (it is written in sections 
by all the curators) descends to 
blather in the case of several artists 
whose work is boringly pretentious 
or simply badly done.

AUTHORIZED biographies throw 
a fuzzy, Mattering light on their 
subjects. This biography of Hannah 
Arendt by one of her students is 
alinost us good as authorized. 
Elisabeth Young-Brueh! means her 
teacher tu appear attraclive — a 
brave und intelligent woman who 
lived an interesting and useful life, a 
cool, compassionate, important 
thinker, a woman who loved the 
world in spite of everything and 


whon the reader is supposed to find 
nol only admirable but lovable. 


The trouble is that Arendt had 
some unlovely qualities. Often in her 


books and wticles, bitterness, con- 
tempt und surcusm broke through. 
This should wert both a reader and 
a biographer, but it shouldn't pul 
them off or he astonishing. For one 
thing, Arendt came of age in Ger- 
many during the brilliant and sar- 


castic zra known aS the Weimar 
Republic. Then she drunk the cup 
of exile together with thousands of 


other intellectuals, most of them 
Jews jike herself. Few of the 
German-Jewish rcfugee  intellec- 
tuals became as well-known, but 
their life histories were all more or 
less conducive to bitterness. 
Perhaps Arendt's story was more 


conducive than most, for her 
Breutest love wus a must curious 


thing. Her affair with her tencher, 
the philosopher and Nazi Martin 
Heidegger, seems to have histed in 


one form or another to the end of 


Arendt's days. 

If Young-Bruehl's biography 
were completely ‘authorized, these 
aspects and facts would huve been 
left out entirely. As it is, they are 
noticed, but mainly in passiig. Lit- 
tle effort is made to get to the root. 

“When Arendt wrote in her un- 
diplomatic, ironic style," Young- 
Bruch! says in connection with 
some of Arendt’s anti-Zionist arti- 
cles, “her readers clearly divided 
into those who were offended and 
those who were not, those who 
identified with the targets of her 


criticism and those who did not.” 


Perhaps more than any other mode 
of discourse, irony prompts those 
who are outraged to seek 
biographical explanations; the 
emotional distancing it seems to 
imply is often altributed to some 
character fault or personal trauma.” 

That is almost all that Young- 
Brueh! has to say on the subject.

Dropping it, she implies that it’s not 
warth thinking about. The only 
other place in her 500-pnge work 
where she picks it up again is where 
she considers the book which out- 
raged many people, especially Jews, 
and made Arendt famous or 
notorious. 

The book, Eichmann in Jerusalem, 
had decluratiye lines in It like, “If 
the Jewish people had really been 
unorganized and leaderless, there 
would have been chaos and plenty: 
of misery but the total number of 
victims would hardiy have been 
between four-and-a-half and six mil- 
lion people." It had other lines like, 
“Adolf Eichmann went to the gal- 


lows with great dignity.” Arendt 
made terrible accusations and 
judgements against the European 
Jewish leaders, and in the same 
breath permitted herself to be 
ironical about the man In the dock, 
who according to her book's subti- 
tle typified “the banality of evil.” 


THE EICHMANN BOOK caused 
an outcry because of what it said, 
how it std it, and where it was first 
published, The Jews cooperated in 
their own destruction, it said. Not 
only did they go to be murdered 


- without resisting, ‘but their leaders 


actually made it easier for their 
murderers. Where other writers 
might have ottempted to appreciate 
and convey the impossible, the uni- 
quely impossible dilemma the 
Jewish leaders had found 
themselves in, Arendt told a part of 
the truth and on the basis of thal 
passed judgment. She Judged 


. Eichmann, too, yet he emerged 


looking more like a clown that a 


ies 


criminal. The style of what she cal- 
led her “report” was marred by 
patches of sarcasm. And all this was 
first published in The New Yorker, 
spread oul where non-Jews could 
snicker over it. 

Discussing the Eichmann book 
and its reception, Young-Bruehl 
briefly shines u somewhat stronger 
light on her teacher. “Arendt's 
book," she says, “did lend itself to 
misinterpretation more than any 
other she wrote: its conclusions 
were shocking, it contained 
numerous small errors of fact, it was 
often ironic in style and imperious 
in tone, and some of ils most con 
troversial passages were peculiarly 
insensilive... Her* generalizations 
were, many felt, too sweeping; in 
the face of excruciating moral 
dilemmas sympathy was as impor- 
tant as frank acknowledgement of 
wrong-doing,”” 

- However, to say this doesn’t cull 
into question the value of the book 
for Young-Bruehl. Finally she asses- 
ses Eichmann In Jerusalem as a piece 
of historical research, and in this 
respect — slylistic lapses and small 
errors of fact notwithstanding — 
she decides it was truthful and 
ground-breaking. She doesn't men- 
tion the serious criticisms aimed at 
Arendt the historian, She doesn't 
note what some of Arendt's critics 
did, that in Russia, where there had 
been no Jewish organization or 
leadership for more than twenty 
years, the SS murdered the Jews in 
the lerrilory occupied by the 
German army as efficiently as in 
Poland. Where does this not-so- 


small error of fact leave Arendt's. 


most terrible and sweeping 
generalization? 

And although her biographer can 
also write, “Hannah Arendt's ac- 
count of the [Eichmann] trial had 
deep sources in her past life and 
thought," Young-Bruehl doesn’t 
take the chance explicitly to link 
both the style of the writing and the 
ideas it pushes with her subject's 
past. To have done so would have 
been to Mirt with “biographical ex- 
planations.” 


ELSEWHERE in this long 
biography, there are scatlered bits 
of evidence which are enough to 
make @ reader wonder, if not yet, 
sufficient for him to draw conclu- 
sions as to the relation between 


Arendt's ideas, style and Past. It 
comes out that Arendt, long before 
the Holocaust, believed that the 
Jews everywhere deserved better 
Jeaders. All the leaders, in her e 
were unworthy of their flock, Only 
Juduh Magnes, trying to Sop the 
Jewish state from coming into bein 
in 1948, won her respect and back. 
ing, and Magnes by then was more a 
pariah than a leader. Arendt liked 
Jewish pariahs most of all and had 
little use for Zionism. 

Although she had a job with 
Youth Aliya in Paris from 1933 to 
1941, and although it was this job 
and the connections she made in it 
that saved her life, enabling her and 
her husband to get a ticket and a 
visa to New York, she followed this 


“up by writing, not only against 


Zionism, but against Israci, its 
leadership, and its ways of life, 
Before the Eichmann trial started, 
she was convinced that Ben- 
Gurion, its producer, had in mind 
an ideological show and cover-up. 
Everything about Israel repelled 
her, including Ben-Gurion's deal- 
ings with Adenauer. She chose to 
spend her post-war vacation and 
sabbatical time abroad as an 
American citizen in Italy, Greece, 
Switzerland and West Germany 
rather thin here, 


WHEN ARENDT returned to Ger- 
muny, she sought out Heidegger. 
She may have had an inkling of why, 
but her biographer hasn't, and a 
reader can only speculate. The 
Arendt-Heidegger affair, which 
might have been the heart of an un- 
blinking biography, is too much for 
Young-Bruehl to cope with. On the 
one hand, she writes that before 
1933 Arendt had “freed herself 
from Martin Heidegger's spell." On 
the other hand, she writes that 
“Arendt remained loyal [to Heideg- 
gerl, even though she had to break 
off their relationship when he 
entered the Nazi party. For seven- 
teen years, she had no communica- 
tion with him. But when she did 
meet him again, after the war, she 
was uble to forgive him much for his 
poetry.” ᾿ 
Which illuminates and explains 
almost nothing. It just suggests, i 
advertently, that Hannah Arendt, 
certainly a brilliant woman, was 8S 
complicated and confused as many 
of the rest of us, a

It is, in Talmon's own words, the 
Truit of long reflection upon the 
evolution and the impact of “the 
two must potent ideological forces 
of the lust 200 years.” 

These two forces, which amount 
to two seculur religions, ure the vi- 
sion of a total sociul world revolu- 
tion and ths myth of the nation, The 
relationship between the two has 
wavered from one extreme to 
another — “from alliance and even 
neur-identily to umbiguity, rivulry 
and direct conflict to the point of 
morta! confrontation.” 

Since the must momentuous of all 
the encounters between these two 


forces took place during and after 
World War I, the author con- 
centrates on the pre-1914 origins of 
the split within the European 
socialist movement into reformism 
and revolutionary radicalisin. 


The main point raised here is that 
at a deepor level this schism appears 
to have been the difference between 
an acceptance of the historic 
national communily as the natural 
political-sociel framework and the 
vision of socialist world society 
uachicved by a universal 
revolutionary breakthrough. 


However, while it covers the 


European socialist movement as a 
whole, the book is concerned main- 
ly with the fortunes of the Russian 
variety, probing’ the ways in which 
the Russian version of revolutionary 
and internationalist messianism 
“emerged victorious out of ils con- 
frontation with the myth of the na- 
tion — in the crucible of the Great 
War and not as the inevitable end- 
product of social-economic 
development.” The deeper irony of 
the situntion (Professor Talmon 


speaks of it as a “great ironic law’,) 
is summed up by the author in the 
following passage: 

“The Bolshevik Revolution came 
to serve a5 the new inspiration and 
model, and Russia as the 
Promethean guide — or patron 
power — lo all the faithful of the 
religion of revolution, and above all 
to its practitioners outside Europe. 

At the other pole, the spectre of 
revolutionary internationalism com- 
bined with other stimuli to goad the 
resentful and frightened devotees of 
warring integral nationalism in the 
defeated or the discontented na- 
tions into totalitarian Fascism and 
Tacist. Nazism." 


IT IS somewhat superfluous to 
remark on the extensive learning 
and the careful scholarship Tal mon 
brings to bear on the writing of this 
book. Right from the first section, 
“Marx, Engels and the Nation," 
through the parts dealing with such 
subjects as the nationalities problemi 
in Austria, the “Jewish Dimension,” 
“From Georges Sorel to Benitu 
Mussolini,” and up to the con- 
cluding Part IX, “The German 
Revolution of 1918 and Hitler in the 
Wings,” the reader cannot help 
becoming awire of the rare com- 
bination of historical imagination 
and'a power of close analysis which 
a British journal once said placed 
the author “in the first rank of 
European scholars.” To gain an in- 
sight into the origins of this 
remarkable trilogy, it seems ap- 
posite to cite the author's own brief 
account in his concluding remarks. 
“The quest," he writes, “which 
was started in The Origins of 
Totalitarlan Democracy...and is now 
brought to a close in the present 
work, was originally triggered by a 
rather personal response to certain 
shattering contemporary events. 


“In 1937-38, when the minds of so 
many, and especially the young, 
were being deeply exercised by the 
terrible enigma of the Moscow 
trials, 1 happened to be working on 
an undergraduate seminar paper on 
the ullra-democratie French con- 
stitution of 1793 as seen against the 
background of the Jacobin terrorist 
dictatorship. 

“The analogy between this period 
and what wus happening in [937-38 
struck one most forcibly. Who had 
so criminally betrayed the Russian 
Revolution — the accused or the 
accusers? In either case, how could 
such vnst evils, whether committed 


by one group or the other of the 
makers of the October revolution 
and the builders of the Soviel 
Union, be reconciled with the ines- 
sage of universal saivation upheld 
by both sides? 

“The parallel seemed to suggest 
the existence of some unfathomable 
and inescupable law which causes 
revolutionary salvationist schemes 
to evolve inte regimes of terror, and 
fhe promise of a perfect direct 
democracy to assume in practice 
the form of totalitarian dic- 
tatorship.” According to Talmon, ἃ 
“preat ironic Inw'’ was first 
demonstrated during the Jacobin 
phase of the French Revolution, a 
phase which “bequeathed a model 
and a myth, and above all sturted a 
continuous tradition.‘ 

It is this tradition that forms the 
subject-mutier of Jacob Talmon’s 
trilogy, whase relevance to our own 
day and to the human condition us ἡ 
whole is Lov apparent to need stress- 
ing. Reading this volume will cer- 
tainly prove to be a sobering ex- 
perience especially for thase who 
continue to cling to the Lefi-Right 
dichotomy, purticularly where 
nationalist movements are 
concerned. 

Speaking of Fascism and Nazism. 
Talmon points oul that the aim of 
the national revolution was to 
liberate the workers from the op- 
pressive and divisive forces which 
the ideologues of nationalism con- 
sidered alien und irrelevant, It was 
to incorporate these workers into 
the ideal national community and to 
instil in them a proud sense of 
belonging. 

And indeed Fascism and National 
Socialism tried hard to attaln these 
goals. Why, then, did they slop 
short of nationalizing the economy? 
The author's explanation is most il- 
luminating. ‘'Fascist-Nazi 
totalitarianism," he writes, “stop- 
ped short of nationalizing the 
economy, not because it was the last 
rampart of a besieged and tottering 
capitalism, or because of the debt it 
owed to big business, 

“Hs Darwinist clitism made it 
trout the great cuptains of industry 
as fine specimens of a warrior race, 
The ulliince with those ruthless 
conquerors was expected to provide 
the sinews of war and imperialist ex- 
pansion."

READERS of contemporary 
English poetry who might have 
thought that the unaffected und un- 
adorned lyric poem had gone into 
hiding would do well to go through 
this volume of P.J. Kavanagh's 
works, sclected from five of his 
books published between 1959 and 
1979, Kavanagh, un Englishman of 
Irish-Catholic background, 
recognized early in his writing 
cureer the power of simple, Anglo- 
Saxon diction to provide his readers 
with the immediate recognition of 
familiar emotions. His power, 
however, does not rest in a single 
poem: it grows through the-echoing 
of themes from one poem to 
another, bits und pieces ac- 
cumulating until the force of feeling 
— usually sorrow, sometimes joy — 
has®ecome inescapable. 

The point on which many of 
Kavanagh's .pocms pivol is the 
death from polio, early in their mar- 
riage, of his much-loved first wife. 
In his autobiography he wrote thut 
“Joy became a possibility when she 
was there, it hung like a great 
golden ball, to be had for the asking. 
I went to ground and watched it 
grow and glow until it poured 
warmth and light into every cranny 
of my life." And as she swept 
through his life, his lyrics went 
along with her, In “Bali,” an early 
poem, he writes: “Curled in your 
nightdress on the beach,/Corn-

It is sometimes 
voyeuristically uncomfortable to 
follow the poet's chase after the 
ghost of his love, and his sweet-sick 
attraction to death as a path to re- 
union. He is haunted by her elmost- 
presence — the need is so consum- 
ing thal it seems impossible that it 
will fot be answered, even if the 
laws of sclence do not allow: 
Walking alone. 
Stumbling rather, through wet 
leaves 
Aud fallen branches and marshes 
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FOUR PAPERBACK reprints by 
three of the finest Jewish funnymen 
writing in English today are current-

The colloquial tone, the 
easy slant rhymes, the unobtrusive 
metrical flow of the lines move the 
reader swiftly to inside the poet's 
head, to overhear a very private 
monologue. 

Al limes the bits of recalled joy 
(“a mouth/floved, but never kissed 
enough") can no longer shore him 
up against great waves of pain and 
loneliness. In “All 1 Want" the 
despair, confusion, the jangled 
nerves bring to mind the self- 
loathing of Robert Lowell's “Skunk 
Hour." "1 do not like myself at all," 
Kavanagh writes, “The banked hor- 
rors have been a-stoking/I tried 
hard.

KAVANAGH’S other most effec- 
tive poems are about fathers and 
sons, his own father, himself, his 
two: boys. He unwinds and examines 
closely the cord connecting the 
generations, and the kaleidescopic 
feelings of one in between, the son 
of the father and the father of the 
son, Fantasizing a dialogue between 
himself and a two-year old boy, to 
take place 16 years hence, 
Kavanagh invokes river imagery for 
the flow and continuity of life, of 
manhood. Tender without being 
sentimental, the concerned and 
dubious father mingles regret and 
good wishes as the boy starts out on 
his own course: “I shall never know 
anything of ‘your turnings./You were 
one of mine/You sprained my 
flow/into a fresher landscape/Or 
rather, some old greens, different 
water.” In many .poems (“Child's 
Poem,” “Driving Back,” “Father 
and Son") the intense pleasure 
taken in the open and untrammelied 
nature of the small boys is offset by 
the Poet's unlimited concern about

boards to see what kind of winter 

sesson awaits us this year, and I was 

not disappointed. A good year is ex- 
ed in almost everything. 

At the Fruit Marketing Board, 
for instance, general manager Yosef 
Gores told me that the first “normal 
season in several years is an- 
icipated this fall and winter. Last 
year crops were unusually large in 
almost all fruits; two years ago, 
there were poor harvests, This year 
“normal, good supplies" are ex- 

ed. 


There will be dates “ἴῃ 
profusion,” he told me, and the 
moist ones can be deep-frozen. 
Otherwise they should be 
refrigerated. There will be more 
avocados than ever before, and 
there are plenty of apples and pears. 
The banana outlouk is good too, 
though this may be influenced by 
weather conditions. There are 
plenty of pomegranates nround, but 
many people don’t want to be 
bothered with the messiness of 
eating them. Gores promises that 
there will be increased attempts this 
year to package and markel 
pomegranate seeds in neal truys, as 
was begun last winter. 

In the apple field, the board will 
continue to publicize the Granny 
Smith — a late-ripening green apple 
often confused with the Grand 
Alexander. The Granny Smith is a 
Somewhat sweeter dessert apple, 
whereas Yhe Grand Alexander is 
tore suited for cooking and baking. 
‘The board confirmed my suspicions 
that In the open-air markets one 
cannot rely on the labelling of apple 
bins. A “genuine Jonathan” sign 
often refers to Galia, a rather men- 
ly, lasteless apple which the board 
assures me is “on its way oul of 
production.” A “Hermon” Is not a 
Variely of apple at all; it really 
Means those apples grown by the 
Druse around Majdal Shams.

Vegetable sales have been Ξίδρ- 
nant in recent years, with no rise in 
absolute quantities despite the pop- 
ulation increase, sales manager 
Shimon Biran told me. Even 
deliberately engineered price drops 
have not helped, and sometimes 
when a popular vegetable such as 
the tomato becomes every dear, 
consumefs actually buy more than 
usual. The tomato is the “price 
leader” on our vegelable market, 
with greengrocers often using it to 
set the level for other ilems, 
regardless of their wholesale price. 

Vegetable wholesale prices fluc- 
uate widely with supply and de- 
mand, except for’ potatoes, whose 
price is fixed by the board, The 
Israeli consumer has a colour pre- 
judice against the red-skinned 
Desiré potato, and the board's new 
advertising campaign is designed 
mainly to overcome this by 
emphasizing a firmness which is es- 
pecially good for chips and: a longer 
lasting quality than most other 
strains, Fewer than 25 per cent of 
the potatoes grown today are the 
red-skinned variety, because of 
public resistance to il. The Board 
would like to raise this figure, partly 
because the reds keep better in cold 
storage, sometimes seasonally 


‘necessary: Frankly, sincé 1 met with © 
Biran two weeks ago,'I hayen't seen, - 
‘any Desiré potatoes in Tel Aviv and - 
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would suggest that the advertising 
will not be very effective unless 
there are supplies to match it. 

Often these promotion campaigns 
meet with little success, such as the 
altempts to push Chinese cabbage, 
a winter ie pained grown for export. 
The Board would also jike to en- 
courage consumption of American- 
style stalk celery and iceberg Ict- 
tuce, as well as export crops with 
ample surpluses for the local 
market. 

My visit to the Board’s offices en- 
couraged me to try “spaghetti 
fruit,” «a pumpkin-like vegetable 
new io our market last year, It tastes 
much like our ordinary pumpkin — 
d’la‘at — but when boiled or baked, 
preferably in pieces, the interior 
flesh comes away easily in the shape 
of spaghetti strands, It can be eaten 


as a plain vegetable, as a base for © 


sauces, or baked into a “noodle™ 
pudding. Spaghetti fruit is said to be 
very low calorie — 20 calories per 
100 grams, compared with 88 in 
potatoes, and 149 in noodles. 
However, it is difficult for me to 
recommend this new vegetable 
because of its extraordinarily high 
retail price — close to 530 a kilo, 
and the average one weighs two 
kilos. I'm told the wholesale price is 
1S10-1S12, in itself fairly high for a 
vegetable, but hardly justifying -a 
retail markup of nearly 200 per 
cent. Wholesale to retail markups in 
vegelables generally run between 50 
and 100 per cent. : 
Asked why supermarket 
vegetables often look so sad while 
there are beautiful ones in other 
places, Biran said.the supermarkets

French ‘natural’’ skin care 


products for women with the brand- 


name Mustela Femme soon to be 
manufactured here at the Trima 
pharmaceutical plant of Kibbutz 
Ma‘abarot. The avocados required 
by the French manufacturer are 
purchased here in Israel — some 
600 dunams planted eerily on its 
behalf, plus others bought from 
Western Galilee kibbutzim. It was 
this that gave rise to the idea of hay- 
ing Mustela Femme products made 
here, both for the locu! market and 
for export to the U.S. 

Haim Weizman, manager of the 
new “Mustela Israel," has long 
represented the French company in 
its agricultural purchasing ties with 
Israel. He snid it took over u year to 
convince the Israeli Ministry of 
Health to allow the Muftela 
Femme products, sold here to be 
labelled “hypu-allergic™ (i.e. anti- 
allergic) as is done everywhere else 
they ure sold. 

Until local production gets under 
way, these are being marketed by 
the door-to-door method, reported- 
ly in order to keep the prices down. 

A number of baby-skin products 
under the label Mustela Bébé, in 
blue packaging rather than the 
lavender of the women's line, will 
also be sold here. These were, in | 
fact, the orlgin of the Mustela 
Femme line, which became very 
popular with women. Even today, 
the cleansing milk flatt de toilette} 
uses the original baby-iotion for- 
mula and remains in ἃ blue-labelled 
bottle. 

Mustela Femme does not include 
make-up products, but only cleans- 
ing and skin-care cosmetics. 
Introductory prices range from 
18105 for 50 grams of baby cream or 
125ml, of baby shampoo to 1§413 
for 40 grams of nourishing cream. 


SUPER-PHARM, the non- 
conventional chain of discount 
pharmacies, has just taken on the 
sole agency for yet another French 
brand of skin-care cosmetics, 
Clarins. These also claim to be 
based on natural ingredients, mainly 
herbs and roots, and to be non- 
allergic. To its credit, the company 
openly admits that its products’ are 
“not entirely natural,” but do con- 
tain a modicum of perfumes and 
chemical preservatives. 

Retail prices for Clarins products 
range from 18220.99 for 120ml. of 
alcohol-free face lotion all the way 
up to 18974.99 for 50 ml. of a 
nourishing preparation. 

‘Two new Super-Pharm branches 
have been opened in Petah Tikva, 
on Hovevel Zion and Shapira 
Streets. As at other branches in the 
chain — in Jerusalem, Herzliya and 
Beersheba — the pharmaceuticals 
sections have cor-s<tional prices 
and service by pharmacists, while 
the other departments (health and 
beauty aids, baby foods, household 
goods, etc.) are self-service and of- 
fer discount prices.
